Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health  Authority  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1953. 

The  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions contained  in  Form  Port  20  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Once  again  there  was  a definite  increase  in  the  number  of  ships 
and  also  in  the  tonnage  of  ships  arriving,  both  at  Hull  and  at  Goole. 
Medical  boardings  continued  almost  at  the  same  rate  as  in  1952  ; 
the  number  of  aliens  arriving  decreased. 


As  in  most  branches  of  preventive  medicine  results  only  become 
apparent  after  years  of  patient  endeavour.  It  is  most  pleasing  to 
record  that  there  is  a steady  decline  in  the  number  of  rats  caught 
by  trapping  and  found  after  fumigation,  and  also  in  the  number 
of  rats  caught  on  the  Dock  Estate. 


Under  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952,  special 
reference  is  made  to  a most  interesting  Court  decision  and  on  the 
action  taken  by  the  Authority  to  prevent  illegal  boarding  of  ships 
following  the  decision  of  the  Divisional  Court. 


I am  grateful  to  H.M.  Collector  of  Customs  and  Excise  and 
Staff,  the  Superintendent  of  H.M.  Customs  Waterguard  and  his 
Officers,  H.M.  Inspector  (Home  Office — Aliens  Branch)  and  his  staff, 
the  Pilots,  Dock  Masters,  Owners,  Agents,  Masters  of  vessels  and 


others  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.  I am 
also  grateful  to  the  British  Transport  Commission  at  Hull  and 
Goole  for  supplying  information  regarding  the  trade  of  the  res- 
pective ports. 

The  Department  suffered  a grievous  loss  at  the  beginning  of 
April  due  to  the  sudden  death  of  Alderman  R.  E.  Smith,  who  had 
been  Chairman  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  for  two  years. 
Alderman  Smith  had  been  looking  forward  with  eager  anticipation 
to  his  year  as  President  of  the  Association  of  Sea  and  Air  Port 
Health  Authorities,  which  position  he  would  have  assumed  in  June, 
1953.  He  had  been  an  untiring  worker  in  the  cause  of  the  seamen 
and  for  improvements  of  all  kinds  in  ships  and  in  docks.  His  death 
was  a great  loss  to  all  whose  interest  lies  in  port  health  admini- 
stration. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  pay  my  tribute  to  the  staff,  who 
during  the  year  have  worked  extremely  hard,  and  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Authority  who  have  continued  to  take  a keen 
interest  in  Port  Health  Work  and  whose  courtesy  and  kindness  to 
me  on  all  occasions  is  much  appreciated.

the  year 

During  1953,  11,549  vessels  entered  the  Ports  of  Hull  and  Goole 
with  a total  net  tonnage  of  8,109,052  as  against  10,880  vessels  with 
a total  net  tonnage  of  7,264,486  in  1952. 

In  the  year  under  review  488  ships  were  boarded  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Authority  ; this  shows  an  increase  of  3 when  com- 
pared with  the  figure  for  1952. 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  visited  6,534  vessels,  on  626  of 
which  sanitary  defects  were  discovered  ; 195  of  these  were  rectified. 
In  1952  the  figures  were  respectively  6,658,  646  and  204.  Details  of 
this  work  will  be  found  in  Table  G,  page  25,  and  in  Appendix  1, 
pages  42-43,  and  Appendix  5,  pages  49-53.

Where  the  water  samples  were  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory 
as  the  result  of  the  chemical  or  bacteriological  findings,  instructions 
were  issued  for  the  water  tanks  to  be  cleansed  and  cement-washed 
and  re-filled  with  fresh  water  from  the  district  supply. 
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Precautions  against  Contamination  of  Hydrants  and 
Hosepipes 

The  Authority  possess  no  jurisdiction  over  shore  premises  or 
equipment. 

Some  vessels  are  supplied  with  fresh  water  from  water-boats 
while  others  are  supplied  direct  from  hydrants  on  the  quayside 
owned  by  the  British  Transport  Commission. 

Samples  are  taken  periodically  from  privately-owned  water- 
boats  and  occasionally  from  the  hydrants,  the  latter  with  the  consent 
and  co-operation  of  the  British  Transport  Commission. 

Should  any  hydrant  or  equipment  be  found  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition  the  matter  is  reported  to  the  British  Transport  Commission 
who  take  the  necessary  action.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS 

1952 

During  the  month  of  February,  1952,  two  lightermen  were 
summoned  for  illegally  boarding  a vessel  which  had  arrived  from 
an  Infected  Area.  The  appropriate  flag  signals  were  displayed  at 
the  time.  Before  the  Magistrate’s  Court  the  cases  were  dismissed 
on  the  grounds  that  the  defendants  did  not  wilfully  contravene  the 
above  Regulations.  On  the  advice  of  the  Clerk  to  the  Authority  an 
appeal  against  the  decision  was  entered.  This  appeal  came  before 
the  Divisional  Court  on  the  10th  October,  1952  and  was  heard  by 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  two  other  High  Court  Judges.  The 
appeal  was  dismissed  and  it  was  held  “that  there  was  not  an 
absolute  prohibition  to  board  a ship  flying  a quarantine  flag,  and 
that  to  constitute  an  offence  it  must  be  shown  that  the  offender 
acted  wilfully  in  breach  of  the  regulations  ; and  that  as  it  was 
shown  that  the  lightermen  did  not  know  that  the  quarantine  flag 
was  flying,  it  could  not  be  said  that  they  were  guilty  of  wilful 
disobedience,  and  therefore  no  offence  had  been  committed  ; 
further,  that  the  informations  were  bad  as  they  did  not  disclose 
the  offence  charged.” 

Following  this  decision  the  Chairman  of  the  Authority  and  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  brought  the  facts  to  the  notice  of 
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the  Association  of  Sea  and  Air  Port  Health  Authorities  and  after  a 
discussion  regarding  the  whole  question  of  unauthorised  boarding 
of  vessels,  a Warning  Notice,  in  an  indestructible  plastic  material, 
in  the  form  set  out  below,  was  displayed,  with  the  consent  and 
co-operation  of  the  British  Transport  Commission,  at  seventy  key 
points  on  the  Dock  Estates  at  Hull  and  Goole. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  this  method  of  publicity  all  persons  using 
the  docks  will  be  made  acquainted  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations.

SMALLPOX 

All  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Smallpox  may  be  sent  to  the 
Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingharn,  E.  Yorks. 

Ambulances  for  the  removal  of  cases  to  hospital  are  provided 
at  all  times  by  the  Hull  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  City. 

Vans  are  also  available  for  the  conveyance  of  bedding,  etc.,  to 
and  from  the  Corporation  Disinfecting  Station,  Scarborough  Street, 
Hull. 

All  ambulance  crews  and  the  staff  of  the  Authority  are  subjected 
to  periodical  vaccination. 
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Dr.  Alexander  Hutchison,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  City 
of  Kingston  upon  Hull,  and  of  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health 
Authority,  is  the  Smallpox  Consultant  for  the  district.

FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 

Procedure  for  Inspection  of  Ships  for  Rats 

The  Authority’s  Rodent  Searchers  inspect  all  ships  from  foreign 
ports  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation,  special  attention  being  directed 
to  those  coming  from  Infected  Areas. 

Where  evidence  of  recent  infestation  is  found  traps  are  laid  to 
confirm  the  findings. 

The  Inspectors  of  the  Authority  also  pay  daily  visits  to  ships 
from  Infected  Areas  and  enquiries  regarding  the  presence  of  rats 
form  part  of  their  normal  duties. 


Arrangements  for  the  Bacteriological  or  Pathological 
Examination  of  Rodents 

A proportion  of  all  rats  trapped  and  all  found  dead,  including 
those  destroyed  by  the  Rat  Catchers  employed  by  the  British 
Transport  Commission,  are  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  184  High  Street,  Hull,  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Eighty-three  rats  were  examined  during  the  year, 
none  of  which  showed  evidence  of  Bacillus  pestis.  Details  are  given 
in  Table  E (page  23). 
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Arrangements  for  Deratting  Ships 

Three  methods  of  rat  destruction  are  employed,  namely  : 
(1)  Fumigation  by  hydrogen  cyanide  ; (2)  Fumigation  by  sulphur 
dioxide,  and  (3)  Trapping.  Poisoning  is  not  used  as  a means  of  rat 
destruction.  Details  are  given  in  Tables  E and  F (pages  23-24).

PROGRESS  IN  RAT-PROOFING  OF  SHIPS 

The  application  and  incorporation  of  rat-proofing  principles  in 
the  construction  of  new  ships  continues.  Where,  during  the  course 
of  inspection,  the  Officers  of  the  Authority  discover  unprotected  rat 
harbourages,  Masters,  Owners  or  Agents  are  requested  to  undertake 
remedial  measures. 


Deratting  by  Sodium  Fluoroacetate  “ 1080  ” 

In  view  of  the  introduction  during  the  year  of  the  Rodenticide 
“1080”  into  the  field  of  ship  treatment,  the  offer  of  a servicing 
company  to  treat  an  infested  ship  of  our  own  choosing  was  accepted. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  operators  of  this  firm  to  attend  a 
vessel  which  inspection  had  shown  was  heavily  infested  ; two  days’ 
trapping  resulted  in  the  recovery  of  20  rats.  Unfortunately,  a change 
of  discharging  plans  did  not  permit  of  the  entire  ship  being  treated 
and  under  the  changed  circumstances  only  the  No.  1 Lower  Hold 
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and  Tween  deck  and  the  No.  5 Tweendeck  were  subjected  to  treat- 
ment. By  4 p.m.  on  the  21st  October,  30  baiting  cups  of  “1080” 
were  laid  in  each  of  the  following  spaces  : No.  1 Lower  Hold, 
No.  1 Tweendeck  and  No.  5 Tweendeck.  They  were  left  undisturbed 
until  1 a.m.  on  the  22nd  October.  The  ship  was  visited  at  that  time 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Authority,  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  an  Assistant  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Senior 
Port  Health  Inspector,  and  dead  rats  were  recovered  as  follows  : 
No.  1 Lower  Hold  and  Tweendeck,  19  and  No.  5 Tweendeck,  13, 
a total  of  32  rats. 

The  vessel  sailed  on  the  early  morning  tide  of  the  22nd  October 
for  a northern  port  to  complete  discharge.  No  further  action  was 
possible  at  that  port  and  she  sailed  for  a southern  port  on  the  26th 
October,  arriving  on  the  28th  October.  During  the  course  of  this 
voyage  the  dunnage  in  the  holds  was  stowed  and  a further  twelve 
dead  rats  were  found,  presumably  following  the  Hull  treatment. 
These  dead  rats  were  retained  for  inspection  and  were  seen  by 
officers  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  of  the  southern  port.  The 
vessel  was  now  fully  discharged.  Trapping  was  carried  out  for 
three  days  and  four  rats  were  caught.  Then  followed  a complete 
treatment  by  ”1080”  by  the  same  servicing  company,  the  result 
being  the  recovery  of  32  rats.  Following  the  treatment  trapping 
was  again  undertaken  and  one  further  rat  was  caught,  making  a 
grand  total  of  101  rats. 


The  vessel  was  granted  a Deratting  Exemption  Certificate  and 
sailed  for  South  America. 


On  the  1st  March,  1954,  approximately  three  months  after  the 
”1080”  treatment,  the  vessel  returned  to  Hull  to  discharge  her 
South  American  cargo  and  a thorough  inspection  revealed  that 
infestation  was  present  in  all  holds  and  24  rats  were  subsequently 
trapped. 

The  foregoing  is  a factual  record  of  a specific  instance  of  the 
use  of  this  rodenticide  and  the  following  observations  are  recorded. 


It  was  noted  that  the  majority  of  the  dead  rats  were  found  very 
close  to  the  baiting  cups  containing  ”1080”,  indicating  the  extremely 
speedy  action  of  the  liquid.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  this 
substance  will  prove  a useful  addition  to  the  list  of  rodenticides. 


It  is,  of  course,  unwise  to  form  a conclusive  opinion  upon  the 
result  of  a single  operation,  but  in  this  instance  it  is  considered  that 
the  results  obtained  would  have  been  improved  upon  by  a complete 
fumigation  of  the  whole  ship  by  hydrogen  cyanide.

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The  requirements  contained  in  the  “Instructions  as  to  the 
Survey  of  Master’s  and  Crew  Spaces”  issued  in  1937  and  1946  by 
the  Ministry  of  Transport,  have  now  been  incorporated  in  almost 
all  British  ships.  These  standards  were  so  much  in  excess  of  previous 
requirements  that  there  has  been  a progressive  diminution  year  by 
year  of  the  defects  and  nuisances  which  can  be  dealt  with  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  There  is,  in  so  far  as  this  Authority  is 
concerned,  a very  close  relationship  with  the  officers  of  the  Ministry 
of  Transport  and  when  any  condition  is  found  which  cannot  be 
dealt  with  under  the  above  Act,  such  as  a contravention  of  existing 
Ministry  of  Transport  standards,  or  where  a structural  alteration  is 
required  to  remedy  a nuisance,  the  Ministry’s  officers  are  notified 
in  order  that  they  may  take  the  appropriate  action. 

It  is  considered  that  present-day  owners,  officers  and  crews  are 
much  more  hygiene  conscious  and  co-operative  than  were  their 
predecessors  of  twenty  years  ago,  and  the  Port  Health  Inspectors 
execute  their  duties  to-day  under  more  favourable  conditions  than 
in  the  past. 

The  Merchant  Shipping  (Crew’s  Accommodation)  Regulations, 
1933,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1954.  Standards 
generally  are  improved  for  all  new  ships  so  that,  in  due  course,  a 
further  improvement  in  the  hygiene  of  crew  spaces  can  be  anti- 
cipated.

Brand”,  ex  the  s.s.  Thyra  from  Copenhagen,  were  detained  as  they 
were  in  a puffy  condition.  A sample  tin  was  submitted  to  the  Port 
Analyst  who  later  reported  the  tin  to  be  sterile.  The  goods  were 
then  released.  As  the  goods  were  consigned  to  Aberdeen,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  that  City  was  notified  so  that  he 
could  take  any  action  he  deemed  necessary. 

Fifty  cartons  of  Ham,  mark  “C.H.”,  containing  a large  percentage 
of  blown  tins,  were  discharged  ex  the  s.s.  Borodino  from  Denmark. 
The  goods  were  returned  to  the  country  of  origin. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  cartons  of  Pork  Lunch  Meat 
“NIBE  Brand”  containing  a large  percentage  of  blown  tins,  were 
discharged  from  the  s.s.  Diana  from  Denmark,.  After  a 100  per 
cent  examination  the  whole  consignment  was  condemned  and 
destroyed. 

One  hundred  cartons  of  Pork  in  Juice,  “NIBE  Brand”,  ex  the 
s.s.  Diana  from  Denmark,  were  discharged  and  after  inspection 
twelve  cartons  were  condemned. 

Fifty  cases  of  Belgian  Hams  were  given  a 100  per  cent  exami- 
nation and  thirty-three  tins  were  condemned.  The  sound  tins  were 
allowed  to  go  to  Leicester  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
that  City  was  notified  in  order  that  he  could  take  any  action  he 
deemed  necessary. 

Seven  cases  of  German  Hams  were  given  a 100  per  cent  exami- 
nation and  as  a result  the  consignment  was  condemned. 

Ninety-six  thousand  cases  of  Tinned  Tomatoes  were  discharged 
ex  the  s.s.  Palavo.  One  mark  (“H.L.Puca”)  showed  a percentage  of 
stained  and  damaged  cases  and  these  were  placed  under  detention 
awaiting  a 100  per  cent  examination.  At  the  owner’s  request  these 
goods  were  released  and  allowed  to  go  to  Newcastle  for  sorting  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Authority. 
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The  s.s.  Lech  discharged  bacon  found  to  be  stained  with  copper 
sulphate.  Eight  hundred  and  seven  bales  (3,228  sides)  were  pared 
and  trimmed  under  supervision  ; 3 tons  1 cwt.  0 qrs.  5 lb.  wree 
condemned. 

The  s.s.  Spero  discharged  bacon  found  to  be  stained  with  copper 
sulphate.  One  hundred  and  seventy  bales  (680  sides)  were  pared 
and  trimmed  under  supervision  ; 2 cwts.  1 qr.  141b.  were  condemned.
